V alley Forge was a battle­ 
field. though the agents of death w ere 
not the bullets of the British redcoats. 
Nakedness, hunger and disease, In con­ 
spiracy w ith a rigid season, killed sev­ 
eral thousands of men In tile Am erican 
army during that winter of encam p­ 
ment in the Pennsylvania valley near 
Philadelphia. 
There was also a large 
list of 
men 
who might have been 
marked as "m issing.” 
These w ere the 
deserters, 
chiefly 
men of 
European 
birth, it m ust be admitted, 'whose de­ 
sire for self preservation w as atronger 
than their devotion to the Am erican 
cause. 
Many 
who were 
Am erican 
horn deserted, 
too, and officers 
re­ 
signed 
their 
commissions and w ent 
borne alm ost by battalions. 
But It Is to the lasting credit of 
American patriotism that the bulk of 
the army rem ained in camp to starve 
to death, to freeze to death, to die of 
disease brought on by nakedness and 
hunger or to march away in the early 
summer, fall upon the British and fol­ 
low them up until tile final surrender 
of the latter at Yorktown. 
T'ntil the present generation Valley 
Forge w as rather a vague nam e to the 
average youth. 
Middle aged m en of 
today l*eggn to learn som ething about 
the great w inter camp of W ashington's 
army when the Centennial exhibition 
of I STB disinterred tills and other R ev­ 
olutionary memories from the dust of 
a century’s neglect.

Crosby S. Noyos and His Jam sstown 
Remarks on Roossvdt. 
Crosby S. N oyes, editor of the W ash­ 
ington Star, w as quite free In his criti­ 
cism of I’reside;.: Roosevelt aud also 
strong in his i i i *rsement of Mr. Roose­ 
velt's work us a whole in the speech Im 
made before the National 
Editorial 
association at the Jam estown exposi­ 
tion. Ile compared Captain John Smith 
somewhat hum orously with President 
Roosevelt nod said that the achieve­ 
ments of the former in planting and 
sustaining Hie colony at Jam estow n 
were as worthy of glorification as those 
of the latter, but that Smith lacked the 
aid of the new spaper press which has 
so greatly helped Mr. Roosevelt In his 
efforts to accom plish things in the in­ 
terest of the people. 
Mr. Noyes gave 
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one hundredth anniversary of its evac­ 
uation June 19, 1878. 
Then som e pa­ 
triotic citizens 
bestirred them selves, 
there w as a grand celebration at the 
site of the old camp, a brilliant young I 
orator, Henry Armitt Brown of Fhila- * 
delphla, 
delivered a memorable 
ad­ 
dress. aud Valley Forge w as restored ' 
to the map of national veneration. 
It 
has required nearly thirty years to J 
make the cam p a public park, w ith the 
points of interest marked. Tile fortifica­ 
tions and som e of the other structures 
restored and facilities for welcom ing 
any pilgrim who may wish to visit the 
scene. 
W ashington's army spent exactly six 
months in cam p at Valley Forge. 
Sad­ 
ly worsted at the battle of the Brandy­ 
wine in September aud also defeated 
at G erm antown still later. W ashington 
marched lits dispirited army to Val­ 
ley Forge through a fierce snowstorm 
on the Pith of December. 1777. 
The 
storm w as a foretaste of w hat w as to 
come. 
That w as an unusually severe 
winter. 
The soldiers were scantily 1 
clad when they arrived. 
In fact, it is 
literally true that hundreds of them 
left 
their 
trad 
in 
blood along 
the 
snowy roads as they marched to tire 
place of encampment, which w as sug­ 
gested to General W ashington by Gen­ 
eral Wayne; “Mad Anthony,” whose 
home w as but four miles aw ay. 
When the sufferings of that terrible 
winter ended the Americans left Val­ 
ley Forge and fell upon tile British 
army at Freehold, N. J., and fought 
the brilliant engagement known in his­ 
tory as tho battle of Monmouth. 
From 
that tim e on until Lord Cornwallis sur­ 
rendered at Yorktown 
Va., the anay 
which had gone through the aw ful or­ 
deal of Valley Forge was victorious in 
nearly every tight. 
The schoolboy of today may find at 
Valley Forge i ach to arouse his patri­ 
otism. 
One of the newer im prove­ 
ment'; is a memorial church built ui*on 
tho spot where W ashington knelt In 
prayer. 
Au addition to this church is 
now building, called the Cloister of 
the Colonies, in which each of the 
thirteen original states Is to place me­ 
morials to its brave men w ho suffered. 
at Valley Forge in the cause of lilierty. 


CBOSBY 8. NOYES. 
the president som e rather hard dlg3 in 
the course of his talk to the editors at 
Jam estown and concluded his address 
with the remark. “After all, Theodore 
Roosevelt is a good deal of a boy yet, 
as well as a most masterful president.” 
Mr. Noyes him self is one of the “old 
boys” in journalism , for he w as doing 
reporting at W ashington when W eb­ 
ster. Clay and Calhoun were the lead­ 
ing figures In congress. 
IR* celebrated 
his eighty-second birthday in February 
and is still active in his profession. He 
left his native state of Maine at tw en­ 
ty-two to becom e a W ashington corre­ 
spondent and in 1K55 became a reporter 
on the Star. 
T w elve years later he ac­ 
quired a financial Interest In the paper, 
and since that tim e he has been its 
editor in chief. 
Just before In* entered 
the employ of tho Star he took a tramp 
on foot in Kurope after the Bayard 
Taylor fashion and described his ex ­ 
perience-; in a series of letters to the 
Portland Transcript. 
Ile won a high 
reputation during the civil war by his 
energy in obtaining news from the field 
and liix accuracy and tactfulness. 
He 
was one of the few newspaper men 
who enjoyed 
the confidence of the 
great war secretary, Stanton. 
In later 
times he has been active iii furthering 
the plans 
for the beautification 
of 
W ashington. 
The New England new s­ 
papers for w hich Mr. Noyes w rote sixty 
years ago paid him $1 a column for 
Ids correspondence. W ashington corre­ 
spondents of the present tim e would 
think that pretty small pay, but Mr. 
Noyes at that tim e only paid $2.50 per 
week for his board and lodging, and it 
would bo difficult to obtain any kind 
of accom m odations in the capital for 
that sum now .

Fakirs of the Streets. 
The moat numerous and also tbi 
moat Interesting of street figures It 
Cairo are the water sellers, some ol 
whom go about with hideous looking 
goatskins 
filled 
with 
Nile 
water 
Others carry more inviting looking 
reddish clay jars, decorated with brass 
h«nda, and these Jars often have a 
piece or Ice at their mouth and a sprig 
cf mint protruding on either side of 
tee ice. The carrier with the goatskin! 
calls out his mission, but the ethel 1 
with the Jar carries In his left hand j 
two brass saucers, which he clinks to­ 
gether with a sort of musical Jingle 
The water In either case Is not filtered, 
but is taken straight from the Nile,! 
aud the purchasers are all natives,1 
who pay a fraction of u penny for all 
they are able to drink. 
The street sellers of coffee are every­ 
where, squatting nlxmt on the pave­ 
ments In the most ihiexi>ected places. 
Their outfits comprise merely a kettle 
of charcoal, a small copper coffee cup 
with a long handle, two or three small 
bowls of china and a supply of coffee 
and sugar. 
It takes one only a few 
minutes to brew a fresh cup, aud as 
Turkish coffee goes that brewed by 
the street seller Is not really bad. 
The ever present conjurer Is worth 
stoppling to watch, although the tricks 
are In most part generally on the or­ 
der of conjurers’ tricks in other coun­ 
tries. 
The most Interesting part of 
their paraphernalia Is their sign, w hich 
Is a small live rabbit. 
The moment 
the performance begins the little ani­ 
mal rolls over, to all appearances (lead, 
but when some ten minutes later all 
of the tricks have been done, some of 
which are admittedly more or less 
puzzling, up Jumps the little rabbit as 
chipper and gay as ever. It is claimed 
Unit the ego of the rabbit leaves the 
body for the express purpose of assist­ 
ing the conjurer, and cue for a mo 
dent is Inclined to give credence to 
this while watching Hie performance 
and after having seen the rabbit go 
into its trance.—Harriet Quimby in 
Leslie’s Weekly. 


ORIGINAL GOTHAM. 


T he Schem e by W h ic h Its In ha b ita nts 
Fooled K in g John. 
This name Gotham, was tirst applied 
to the city of Manhattan In a book of 
humorous sketches called “Salmagun­ 
di,” written about 18o7 by Washington 
Irving in collaboration with his broth­ 
er Peter and the poet Paulding. 
It w a s evidently intended to suggest 
that the people of New' York made un­ 
due pretensions to wisdom, and that 
there were both satire and wit in the 
suggestion is showup by the, story of 


The obi story tells how King John 
wished to pass through the parish, but 
the people there, fancying that the 
passage of the king over a rpute made 
It a public road, decided to prevent the 
transit by all pretending to be crazy. 
Therefore when the king and his party 
arrived they found every one of the 
Inhabitants employed In some peculiar­ 
ly foolish task. 
Thus a group were 
Joining hands around a thorn bush to 
k<»ep a cuckoo from getting away, some 
were trying to drown an eel, others 
dipping water with a sieve, and so on. 
When the king saw these perform­ 
ances, he swore at the people for a 
pack of idiots and, turning, departed 
with all bls retinue, says the House­ 
keeper. Tile Gothamites were delight­ 
ed with Hie success of their scheme for 
turning aside the king, regarding it as 
superlatively clever. 
After tills Gotham came to have the 
reputation of being a sort of headquar­ 
ters for conceited fools. In the time of 
Henry VHI. a book entitled “The Mer­ 
ry Tales of the Mad Men of Gotham” 
was published. 
Among these was the 
story of the “Three Wise Men of 
Gotham,” one of whose exploits was to 
go to sea In a bowl. 


“A T em p est In a Teapot.” 
The expression “a tempest in a tea­ 
pot” is one of great antiquity. 
Its 
first historic appearance is In the “ lie 
Legibus” of Cicero, who quotes it as u 
common saying. ‘‘Grutidius raised a 
tempest in a ladle, as the saying Is.” 
The French form, “Cue tempete duns 
line verre d ’eau” (a tempest In a glass 
of water), was first applied to the dis­ 
turbances in the Geneva republic near 
the end of the seventeenth century. In 
England the word ”teui>ot” was sub­ 
stituted for the sake of alliteration. It 
is said to have been popularized by 
Lord North, who employed It to char­ 
acterize the outbreak of the American 
colonists against the tax on tea.—Bos­ 
ton Post.

Confiscated by Napoleon. 
Whit# Prussia was at his feet after 
the tattle o t Jena, Bonaparte visited 
Potsdam, and there he saw the sword 
of Frederick the G reat 
He took pos­ 
session of it, saying, “I value this 
(Twonl more thau all the treasures of 
Prussia.” 
It was deposited at the In- 
valides on May 17, 1807, with military 
pomp aud ceremony, to the Immense 
gratification of the people of Paris. 
But there cavie the black days of 
1814, and with the allies on the point 
of entering the French capital the gov- | 
ernor of the In va I ides. Marshal Ser- 
rorler, received orders to take steps 
for the preservation of the precious 
trophies there collected, especially the 
sword of Frederick the Great 
Inter­ 
preting this Instruction in a peculiar 
fashion, the governor took . effective 
measures for preventing them from 
falling Into the hands of the enemy by 
making a txniflro of them, and It was 
said that he threw Frederick’s sword 
Into the flames. 
This statement was confirmed as late 
as 1857 by an eyewitness. 
Thus per­ 
ished, as was attested In 183b, when 
an official inquiry was made into the 
matter, a tw e e n 1,500 and 1,600 war 
flags and other memorials of victory. 
The ashes aud remains were thrown 
into the Seine at the mouth of a sewer. 
The sword could not, of course, have 
been destroyed In the conflagration, 
but It was never seen again. 
It hap­ 
pened that In 1815 an engineer, having 
ascertained the precise stint where tho 
debris from the fire had been put into 
the river, made a search and recovered 
from the bottom a considerable num­ 
ber of bronze and copper articles which 
were returned to the Invalldes. 
But 
the sword of Frederick was not found. 
One would like to think that it was 
not the fate of this historic weapon to 
rust away In foul mud. but that It had 
undergone the noble transformation pf 
being turned Into some Implement of 
peaceful Industry.

New London, Conn , June 28.— He* 
fore the largest crowd that ever w it­ 
nessed a race on the Thane a river the 
Yale crew, rowing 
on an average of 
four strokes to the minute less than 
Harvard held the big Cambridge eight 
even until the last half mile, when the 
blue let out their speed 
and won a 
magnific* ut contest by a scant boat 
length. 
Not once In the whole four 
miles 
did the 
long, graceful 
shells 
cease to lap each other. 
Thousands 
of persons 
aboard the 
observation 
trains and on every hind of floating 
craft and those who lined the shore 
sent cheer 
upon cheer 
to the

rivals as they fought out one of the 
grandest races In the history of boat­ 
ing.

It possessed the characterls- j 
tics of a clearly developed type—the 
nervous eyes, the compressed lips and i 
the hardened face muscles of tho hunt- j 
od beast we call the criminal. Immedi­ 
ately after his arrest Orchard roached i 
the great determining crisis In his life, j 
“ It Is no permanent amusement to l*> i 
a hunted beast, whatsoever may be the ! 
individual theory concerning the crim- I 
Inal. H is face showed that. There was , 
more than defiance aud cunning about j 
Hie muscles of that mouth; there was 
pain. On his arrest for the murder of 
Governor Steunenberg, Orchard believ­ 
ed that lf he would keep silence he 
could never he convicted. Rut his ca­ 
reer had come t«> a culmination. 
“ Under the suggestion of the master 
detective, 
McFarland, 
lie eased 
his 
tortured mind by confession, fell over 
from sheer weakness and staggered 
back to bls cell for his first sleep in 
over a week. 
Under the sympathy of 
Dean lu nks of Boise, a man's man and 
one of the noblest and most devoted 
Christian characters alive, he returned 
to the simple faith of his childhood. 
In eighteen months the deep marks cut 
in his face by the last decade of his 
life have gone like an evil mask.

“ Ile has Impressed me, as he has 
practically every one who has observed 
him, with three things—his absolute 
and level sanity, his extraordinary and 
detailed candor and his utter vacancy 
of fear. 
“ The man Is about five feet seven, 
wide forehead, short nose, bright blue 
eyes that kindle quickly Into a smile 
and a mouth with possibilities of lx>th 
humor and tenderness, though when 
closed In the pictures of tile time be­ 
fore he put on his mustache It lies 
across Ids face like the straight gash 
of a knife. 
“ It Is a wanton waste of good Acier* j 
lean time to discuss the question of 
Orchard’s sanity, whoever or whatever 
was responsible for raising it. 
Ile Is 
sane to the point of bleakness.

“ H arry Orchard is an uneducated 
man. 
H e has small power of generali­ 
zation. 
B lit for the concrete he has a 
mind that is a marvel of accuracy. 
His memory has the sensitiveness and 
retentiveness of a child’s. 
It Is a cam­ 
era which catches aud holds every ar­ 
rested detail of the actual scene with 
all the fidelity of the photograph. 
“ There Is no question with those who 
are the intimate associates of Harry 
Orchard of the sincerity of his change 
of purpose and of character. 
They be­ 
lieve unreservedly that tills man, under

Evans 
complained of the use of soft coal on 
w ar vessels, declaring that the smoke 
which It emits gives unmistakable In­ 
dication of the approach of a ship i»e- 
foro til*’ hull is In sight. 
He further 
said that lf the furnaces are forced to 
g*’t up to]* speed flame w ill belch from 
th** stacks and even at night U ’tray the 
movements of a single vessel or a fleet. 
This second cause, 
he says, nearly 
spoiled Admiral Dewey’s plan for th** 
invasion of Manila bay. Tile adm iral’s 
remedy is for the government to obtain 
exclusive control of the anthracite de­ 
posits of the country, which is not con­ 
sidered practicable. 
Recent tests carried on by tho gov­ 
ernment indicate that a fuel made from 
slack coal pressed into briquettes not 
only bums almost without smoke, but 
also evaporates more steam and pro­ 
duces more power under the lollers 
than does the same amount of coal. 
Those briquettes are made by taking 
the waste or slack coni from mines 
and mixing it with sufficient tar so 
that the coal will hold together, the 
whole tieing pressed Into blocks or 
cakes by machinery. 
An elaborate series of tests w ill com­ 
mence within a short time, and lf they 
prove as successful as those at the 
old fuel testing plant at St. Louis, Mo., 
every cruiser aud battleship in the 
navy w ill Im* carrying briquettes, at 
least as an emergency fuel.
